Senate Democrats confidently 
advanced heath care legislation 
Sunday toward a make-or-break 
test vote in a push for Christmas- 
week passage.

In a speech on 
the Senate floor, he said Republicans 
are on a “no-holds barred mission of 
propaganda, obstruction and fear. 
... There will be a reckoning. There 
will come a day of judgment about 
who was telling the truth.”

Lawmaker in Maine 
wants to warn cell 
users of cancer risk 

Augusta, Maine 

A Maine legislator wants to make 
the state the first to require cell 
phones to carry warnings that they 
can cause brain cancer, although 
there is no consensus among sci- 
entists that they do and industry 
leaders dispute the claim. 

The now-ubiquitous devices 
carry such warnings in some coun- 
tries, though the U.S. doesn’t require 
them, according to the National Con- 
ference of State Legislators. A sim- 
ilar effort is afoot in San Francis- 
co, where Mayor Gavin Newsom 
wants his city to be the nation’s first 
to require the warnings. 

Maine Rep. Andrea Boland, 
D -Sanford, said numerous stud- 


ies point to the cancer risk, and she 
has persuaded legislative leaders 
to allow her proposal to come up 
for discussion during the 2010 ses- 
sion that begins in January. 

Under Boland’s bill, manufac- 
turers would have to put labels on 
phones and packaging warning 
of the potential for brain cancer 
associated with electromagnet- 
ic radiation. The warnings would 


recommend that users, especial- 
ly children and pregnant women, 
keep the devices away from their 
head and body. 

All told, more than 270 million 
people subscribed to cellular tele- 
phone service last year in the Unit- 
ed States, according to CTIA-The 
Wireless Association. The indus- 
try group contends the devices are 

safe. GLENN ADAMS (AP) 


Dallas 

The United States may soon see 
its prison population drop for the 
first time in almost four decades, a 
milestone in a nation that locks up 
more people than any other. 

The inmate population has risen 
steadily since the early 1970s as 
states adopted get-tough policies 
that sent more people to prison and 
kept them there longer. But tight 
budgets now have states rethink- 
ing these policies. 

“It’s a reversal of a trend that’s 
been going on for more than a gen- 


eration,” said David Greenberg, a 
sociology professor at New York 
University. 

About 739,000 prisoners were 
admitted to state and federal facili- 
ties last year, about 3,500 more than 
were released, according to new fig- 
ures from the bureau. The 0.8 per- 
cent growth in the prison popula- 
tion is the smallest annual increase 
this decade and significantly less 
than the 6.5 percent average annu- 
al growth of the 1990s. 

Overall, there were 1.6 million 
prisoners in state and federal pris- 
ons at the end of 2008. (ap)

Iranians Mourn Dissident Cleric 


Thousands journey 
to holy city to attend 
reformist’s funeral

Tehran, Iran 

The spiritual father of Iran’s reform 
movement died Sunday at the age 
of 87, prompting thousands of his 
followers to immediately head to 
the holy city where the dissident 
cleric is to be buried. 

A huge display of mourning for 
Grand Ayatollah Hossein Ali Mon- 
tazeri could transform his funer- 
al Monday into another display of 
power by the opposition, whose 
activists have for months defied a 
brutal crackdown, a mass trial and 
abuses in detention to denounce the 
country’s hard-line clerical rulers. 
Opposition leaders urged people to 
turn out for a day of mourning. 

Police reinforcements were also 
called out into the streets of Qom, 
the religious center south of the 
capital where Monday’s commem- 
orations will take place, an opposi- 
tion Web site reported, and a prom- 
inent government critic who was 


one of Montazeri’s students was 
arrested on his way to the city, a 
human rights group said. 

Authorities also banned foreign 
journalists from traveling there to 
cover the events. 

Despite his stature as a promi- 
nent critic of the government, Mon- 
tazeri’s death is not likely to have a 
profound impact on the opposition 
movement, which has moved past 
allegations of vote rigging to assert 


that the entire ruling system is cor- 
rupt, said Abdulkhaleq Abdulla, a 
political science professor at the Unit- 
ed Arab Emirates University. 

But Montazeri’s strong denunci- 
ations against Supreme Leader Aya- 
tollah Ali Khamenei helped break 
the taboos against such criticism 
and pushed the protesters into bold- 
er acts of defiance. In demonstra- 
tions earlier this month, students 
burned pictures of Khamenei.

Voice of Opposition 

Grand Ayatollah Hossein Ali Mon- 
tazeri was a key figure in the 1979 
Islamic Revolution who later ac- 
cused his fellow clerical leaders of 
imposing dictatorship in the name 
of Islam. His criticism persisted 
after June’s disputed presidential 
election ignited anti-government 
protests. He also opened the door 
to direct condemnation of the ruling 
clerics, a bold step that energized 
Iran’s young activists, (ap) 


Montazeri’s grandson, Nass- 
er Montazeri, said he died in his 
sleep overnight. The Web site of 
Iranian state TV quoted doctors 
as saying Montazeri had suffered 
from asthma and arteriosclerosis.

China Lauds 
Results of U.N. 
Climate Talks 


Beijing 

China, the world’s largest emitter 
of greenhouse gases, lauded Sun- 
day the outcome of a historic U.N. 
climate conference in Copenha- 
gen that ended with a nonbinding 
agreement that urges major pollut- 
ers to make deeper emissions cuts 
— but does not require it. 

Foreign Minister Yang Jiechi said 
the talks that brought more than 110 
leaders together produced “signifi- 
cant and positive” results. 

The Obama administration on 
Sunday also defended the agree- 
ment as a “great step forward” — 
despite disappointment among envi- 
ronmentalists that the pact does not 
include mandatory targets. 

The meeting ended Saturday 
after a 31-hour negotiating mara- 
thon, with delegates accepting a U.S.- 
brokered compromise. The so-called 
Copenhagen Accord calls for reduc- 
ing emissions to keep temperatures 
from rising more than 2 degrees Cel- 
sius (3.6 degrees Fahrenheit) above 
preindustrial levels, (ap)

Travel Chaos in Europe 



More than 55,000 
face cancellations due 
to railway glitches 

London 

The only passenger rail link 
between Britain and the rest of 
Europe has been shut down indefi- 
nitely, Eurostar said Sunday, prom- 
ising more travel misery for thou- 
sands of stranded passengers just 
before Christmas. 

Services have been suspended 
since late Friday, when a series of 
glitches stranded five trains inside 
the Channel Tunnel and trapped 
passengers for hours in stuffy and 
claustrophobic conditions. More 
than 55,000 passengers overall 
have been affected. 

Eurostar runs services between 
England, France and Belgium. 

The company said Sunday it 
had determined that severe weath- 
er conditions caused the original 
disruptions and that more work 
needs to be done to prepare the 
trains for winter. 

Eurostar commercial direc- 
tor Nick Mercer said three test 
trains sent through the Channel 


2,000 

The approximate number of people 
who were trapped on five Eurostar 
trains in a tunnel under the English 
Channel for up to 16 hours this week- 
end. “People were very, very pan- 
icky,” one passenger told BBC radio. 


Tunnel on Sunday ran success- 
fully but that it became clear that 
the especially bad weather meant 
that snow was being sucked into 
the trains in a way “that has never 
happened before.” 

“The engineers on board have 
recommended strongly that, in 


light of further snowfalls that are 
happening tonight, we make some 
modifications to the trains on 
snow shields to stop snow being 
ingested into the power car,” he 
told the BBC. 

A Eurostar statement said 
the fleet was already undergoing 
upgrades and that more tests were 
planned for Monday. But a spokes- 
woman said she could not guar- 
antee that service would resume 
Tuesday. 

A statement posted on the com- 
pany’s Web site urged passengers 
to delay their trips or seek refunds.

Metrorail’s 39 aboveground sta- 
tions remained closed Sunday 
afternoon as crews continued to 
dig out from Saturday’s record- 
setting snowstorm. 

Officials said they hoped to 
reopen the stations by 5 a.m. Mon- 
day but have struggled to remove 
the blanket of snow and ice from 
57 miles of exposed track through- 
out the system. The system is also 
contending with a shortage of con- 
tractors because many workers 
were snowed in and unable to get 
to the work sites. 

Many of Metrorail’s cars were 
stored in tunnels before the storm, 
but the hundreds that were left in 
rail yards were buried in snow dur- 
ing the storm and have to be dug 
out, Metro officials said. 

“We are still in the process of 
cleaning the aboveground por- 
tions and running empty trains 
to make sure everything is good 


to go before we start to run trains 
through there,” Steven Tauben- 
kibel, a Metro spokesman, said 
Sunday. 

Crews have been working since 
Saturday evening and worked over- 


night Sunday into Monday in hopes 
of having the stations ready by the 
morning rush, he said. 

Those that open may have a 
shortage of parking spaces because 
of snow storage. 


Metro also announced that it 
had reopened an additional 10 
bus routes in the District as of 
3 p.m. Sunday, for a total of 23

Low interest rates 
are making it tough 
to profit from saving 

Money Management 

Life without inflation is easier on 
consumers, taming prices on every- 
thing from food and lodging to 
clothing and heating fuel. It sure 
can make it tough for consumers 
to find a decent rate of return on 
their cash, though. 

Here are some key points to 
keep in mind in the quest for pal- 
atable interest rates. 

Keep Rates in Perspective 

Savers may be tempted to look back 
longingly on the days when hav- 
ing money sit in the bank and grow 
could be rewarding. As recently as 
the summer of 2008, just before the 
financial crisis hit full force, you 
could earn 5 percent on the best- 
yielding savings accounts. 

What can easily be overlooked 
is that inflation reached 514 per- 
cent at the same time, so they could 
have actually been losing money 
despite those fat yields.

While there’s no sure-fire way to 
get great rates, think about alter- 
natives such as bond funds. Some 
financial planners are steering 
their clients into short-term invest- 
ment-grade bond funds. 

They are riskier than mon- 
ey-market bank accounts in that 
they are not insured by the Fed- 


eral Deposit Insurance Corp. But 
they are still comparatively safe 
and offer a way to get 2 percent- 
plus in interest. 

Don’t Neglect Savings 

Be sure to keep pumping money 
into some kind of cash account 
regardless of what it’s earning. 
In an era of frequent layoffs and 
economic uncertainty, it’s more 
important than ever to aim to 
build up at least six months’ emer- 
gency expenses in readily avail- 
able cash. If the return is only 
1 percent, it still beats more debt.

While the Giants’ pass rush is still 
formidable, Pierce’s absence weak- 
ened their linebacking corps, and 
they’ve also struggled to replace 
injured safety Kenny Phillips.

“The 
season’s almost over, and you don’t 
know what’s going to happen.

Where can hardcore fans of the 
Oscars go for solid insider insights? 
There are multiple prognosticators 
opining online and in print. But the 
truly savvy insider will check the 
scores at Rotten Tomatoes to parse 
a film’s chances for gold. 

Film review aggregators — 
including Rotten Tomatoes, Metac- 
ritic and newcomer Movie Review 
Intelligence — poll the critics, sum- 
marize their opinions and assign a 
simple numeric score to each film. 
And, as it turns out, films with 
aggregated review scores above 
90 percent more often than not 
land an Oscar nomination. 

Last year’s best picture winner, 
“Slumdog Millionaire,” garnered a 
93 percent freshness score on Rot- 
ten Tomatoes, and the 2007 win- 
ner, “No Country for Old Men,” 
earned 94 percent. The 2006 win- 
ner, “The Departed,” pulled in 
92 percent. 

Matt Atchity, editor in chief of 
Rotten Tomatoes, notes that snag- 
ging the tip-top score of the year on 
the so-called Tomato-meter doesn’t 
always translate directly into Oscar
